THE PURITAN RISE 


The people, longing for relief 
from the intolerable burdens they 
bore, saw their suffering symbol- 
ized in the continued corruption 
and elaborate ritualism of the An- 
glican Church. The powerful move- 
ment of Puritans—the “purifiers” 
of the *Church—arose. 

Ine dominant group in the Puri- 
tan movement was the alliance of 
the merchants and manufacturers 
with the new nobility and capital- 
ist-minded gentry. In the struggle 
that led up to the temporary over- 
throw of the Stuart monarchy and 
the Anglican Church in 1648, Marx 
tells us, “the bourgeoisig was allied 
with the modern nobility against 
the kingdom, the feudal nobility 
and the ruling church.“ 

But the dispossessed yeomen and 
the city plebians, who gave the 
manpower to overthrow the royal 
tyrant in 1648, suffered most in 
the fight. The radical wing of the 
Puritan movement formed from 
their ranks. They advocated com- 
plete separation from the estab- 
lished -hurch, not its mere reform, 
and so were called Separatists.“ 
They practiced a simple, frugal life, 
much influenced by the primitive 
Communism of the early Christians. 

In 1604 King James I—the stub- 
born Stuart monarch — handed 
down an edict: Conform with the 
Established Church, or leave your 
native land. The Archbishop of 
York started. vigorous persecution

For liberty, for the 
precious rights of religious freedom, from 
the “mind-forged manacles,” they fled to 
a New World. 

But Bigotry does not die easily. With 
every generation, the battle must be 
fought and won again. 

In 1621, the Pilgrims won their battle 
against the rigors of Winter and danger. 
Their Thanksgiving hymns proclaimed to 
mankind that the good seed of Liberty had 
been planted well. Their 1621 Thanksgiv- 
ing was the prophecy of a new democracy 
which no tyranny or treachery would ever 
cut down. 

This heritage of democratic liberty to- 
day faces grim and unscrupulous enemies, 
within our own gates, as well as without. 

What were the dangers of disease and 
cold to the calculating brutality of Hitler- 
ism? 

If the children of the Pilgrims whim- 
pered in the winter nights at the cold, 
what was their childish fear with the 
dread terror of the 240 Jewish orphans, 
driven by Nazi gangsters, without guardi- 
ans or guides into the woods three days

If the democracy of the Pilgrims 
fought for survival against natural hard- 
ship, how much more menacing to Ameri- 
can democracy are the poisoned pogrom 
incitements of a Coughlin, the pro-Hitler 
schemings of a Hearst, or the cold bru- 
talities of a Girdler? 

We give fervent thanks for religious 
and political liberties already won; we 
pledge to go forward to new achievements 
for democracy.

The crux of the stirring discussion on the 
South was this: the growth of unionism and 
liberalism throughout the country requires 
that the pace be kept up in the South and 
this, in turn, demands an uncompromising 
fight for the rights of the oppressed Negro 
people. 

With this axiom unanimously agreed 
upon, the convention proceeded to outline the 
following program: 

A joint organizing campaign by all 
those CIO unions which cover industries in 
the South, 


A fight for the repeal of the Southern 
poll tax whereby large numbers of white 
workers and practically all Negroes are 
disfranchised. 


A crusade against the “false conflicts” 
which employers try to create between 
‘Negro and white workers in the North as 
well as in the South, and a pledge of “un- 
compromising opposition to any form of 
discrimination, whether political or eco- 
nomic, based upon race, color, creed or na- 
tionality.” 

Enactment of legislation to remedy the 
frightful conditions described in the report 
on Economic Conditions in the South pre- 
pared by the President’s National Emer- 
gency Council. 

With all local CIO unions, particularly 
here in the North, winning wide support for 
this program, it will indeed mean the open- 
ing of a new era in the fight for labor's rights 
and for democracy in this country.
